Saturday night the Germans 
gained a foothold on their right flank, only to be repulsed with 
heavy losses when our infantry met them with bayonet and bomb 
and drove them back. A further enemy attempt to weaken our 
hold on the right flank, through supported with successive and 
intense artillery bombardments, has proved unavailing. 
a Our foremost position now is within 1000 yards of Pass- 
chendaele itself, while the number of prisoners taken by Sunday 
night mounted to sixteen officers and nearly 500 of other ranks. 

On the left, where Bellevue Spur runs on to Passchendaele, with 
the slimy stretch of the Ravbeek Valley between it and Passchen- 
daele Ridge, our men have made slow and stubborn progress 
through an almost impassable country. 

Ass the result of the last three days fighting, the Canadians, 
now master of the lower slopes to.

PARIS, Oct. 29.—The Italian sit- 
vation is summarised by the Temps 
military expert as follows: 

“The Austro-German offensive on 
the Italian front develops with dis- 
quieting energy. The ¢hemy’'s 
right, descending in the valleys that 
converge on Azszida, have reached 
Cividale. All the Italian forces on 
the plateau of Bainsizza and on the 
Carso as far as the sean, menaced 
with envelopment, have been obliged 
to evacuate the regions that they took 
much pains to conquer. They are 
retreating toward the west beyond 


In the same way as the Germans 
went to the ald of the Austrian 
troops, the Allies are going to give 
their support to the Italian army, 
where they will find on the Taglia- 
mento a line of resistance where it 
is to be hoped the Italian position 
will be re-established, as was ours 
on the Marne. There is no time to 
lose. Cividale is only twenty-five 
miles from the Tagliamento, and 
the enemy's columns march ‘with 
prodigious speed.

WITH THE FRENCH ARMIES 
IN FRANCE, Saturday, Oct. 27.— 
(Delayed.) While the French troops 
today were pushing their victorious 
movement farther along the Chemin 
des Dames, where they ejected the 
Germans from the hotly-contested 
Froidmont farm and other points 
and captured more prisoners, the 
correspondent visited the center 
point of the week's battle at Malmai- 
son fort. 

The journey across the ground 
where the French won such a 
glorious victory over the picked 
troops of the army of the German 
Crown Prince, provides ample testi- 
mony of the difficulties facing the 
attacking troops. In front of the 
fort for more than a mile every 
inch of the ground was torn into 
shell holes and littered with scat- 
tered barb-wire entanglements, the 
defense value of which had been 
destroyed by the terrific artillery 
preparations. 

ADVANCE THROUGH MORASS. 

When the correspondent described 


the attacking waves going forward 
with wonderful dash, it was a com- 
parative term, for real dash is out 
of the question when soldiers are 
advancing through blue-like, clayey 
mud into which they sink to the 
knees while carrying, besides rifle 
and bayonet, about eighty pounds 
on their backs, composed of a large 
guantity of hand grenades, rifle am- 
munition, intrenching tools and four 
or five days’ rations to enable them 
to hold out when an objective has 
been captured. 

How the troops fulfilled the task 
set for them under such conditions 
and with a determined enemy op- 
posing them, can only be described 
as marvelous. However, they did 
not hesitate when the moment for 
the advance came, and, as told in 
previous dispatches, they did even 
more than was asked of them. 

ZOUAVES HOLD FORT. 

The Zouaves who captured the 
fort were still in that vicinity when 
the correspondent was there today. 
They had not eaten a warm meal 
since the offensive began, but, nat 
withstanding privations, they were 
full of cheer and ready to go on, ac- 
cording to the traditions of this 
famous regiment, which has fought 
on every part of the front where the 
fighting has been severest. 

_ Every soldier with whom the cor- 
respondent spoke was full of ad- 
miration for the work of the gun- 
ners, which opened the way for 
their great success. Fort Malmai- 
son itself shows signs of the ac-

BAKER SEES BIG WAR 


MOVES ON THE HORIZON. 


Expects German Withdrawal on West 


Front- Winter May Save Italy. 


[BY A. P. DAY WIRE.] 


ASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—-Im- 
portant developments are 
impending in the great war, 

Secretary Baker indicates in his of- 
ficial review of last week's opera- 
tions on all fronts, which concludes 
with the brief staternent that cer- 
tain units of the American forces in 


France have taken their places on 
the battle front to complete their 


training. This is the War Depart- 
ment's first mention of the fact that 
Gen. Pershing’s men are on the fir- 


ing line. 

It is the wave of activity during 
the week on nearly every front, how- 
ever, that caught the Secretary's at- 
tention. Significant operations are in 
progress, he says, both east and 
west, on the Italian fronts, in Mace- 
donia, Rumania, Mesopotamia and 
even in East Africa. On the western 
front, he said, a new strategic re- 
treat of the German forces appears 
to be the next move expected, and 
they must move back under crit- 
ical circumstances from between 
the two wedges, those of Flanders 
and the Aisne, which have been 
‘driven relentlessly into their line by 
the British and French. |. 

Italy is passing through a difficult 
moment, Mr. Baker says. The Aus- 
tro-German drive is being pressed 
forward by imposing forces. But 
once before Italy stemmed the tide 
of an Austrian rush. ander less fa- 
vorable conditions for the defend- 
ers, he points out, and hurled the 
enemy back with only a taste of vic- 
tory during the first days of this ter- 
rine onslaught. Winter is now com- 
ing to the aid of the Italians, 

BAKER'S STATEMENT. 

The Secretary's review in part fol- 
lows: . 

“The two outstanding features of 
the situation of the week are the re- 
lentless British offensive in the Ypres 
salient, resulting in substantial gains 
of terrain of important strategic 
value, and the suddentyv-aimed and 
sustained thrust of the French north 
of the Aisne. 

“The enemy, believing he might 
And a rift in the otherwise impreg- 
nable Allied line at the point of 
junction between the Franco-Brit- 
ish forces, directed repeated heavy 
counter-attacks in this segment. 
These were repulsed. 

“In three days’ fighting the French 
have taken 12,000 prisoners, 120 
guns of large caliber, and a great 
quantity of other booty. 

“The possession of the captured 
fort of Malmaison, the key to the 
entire ridge and the villages beyond, 
now makes it possible for the 
French to enfilade the German posi- 
tions along the Chemin des Dames, 
as well as to fire directly through 
the valley toward the fortress of 
Laon, 

“The time apparently has come 
for another ‘strategic retreat’ of the 
enemy. It means that the Germans 


if they intend to resist further in the 
west. 


“It must be admitted that the 
German ‘retreat’ executed as a result 
of the battles of the Somme last year 
was carried through with consum- 
mate skill. The enemy retired, de- 
stroying all cover and taking up po- 
sition of marked tactical and stra- 
tegic strength. 

TWO DISTINCT WEDGES. 


“But the battle of the Somme had 
but one wedge. Today we have the 
wedge of Flanders and that of the 
Aisne is being outlined. 

“The bad weather continues to be 
the enemy’s best protection. He is 
relying upon this factor to impede 
the Allied advance and by shroud- 
ing the battle area in slough, rain 
and fog, give him a respite until he 
cen prepare himself to meet a fresh 
onslaught. 8 

News from the Italian front 
proves that the Austrians were able 
to bring sufficient pressure to bear 
in Berlin in order to secure German 
assistance. 

“As thé result of the concentration 
of.an imposing array of artillery and 
massed battalions, the Austro-Ger- 
mans have succeeded in penetrating 
the recently-won Italian positions 
in the Tolmino sector. 

“Italy is passing through a diffi- 
cult moment. We must remember, 
however, that In May, 1916, the Aus- 
trians attempted a similar onslaught. 
Then they had fine weather, a well- 
chosen terrain, and, above all, the 
far superior fighting vigor of their 
armies t rely upon. At that time 
the Austrians won decided successes 
during the initial days of the fight- 
ing, and pressed on to the edge of 
the Italian plain, only to be stopped 
and driven back. 


GERMAN NAVAL MOVE FAILS. 


“In the east, German naval op- 
erations in the vicinity of the isl- 
ands at the mouth of the Finnish 
gulf were not carried through. The 
Germans, using the islands as a 
base, have now gained a foothold on 
the adjacent mainland. 

“The first landing on the Werder 
Peninsula at the northern end qf the 
Gulf of Riga was successfully car- 
ried out. A further attempt at an- 
other point failed. 

“Engagements of some magnitude 
are noted along the Rumanian and 
Macedonian fronts, where duels and 
raids are increasing in frequency. 
These, however, are not of more 
than local importance. 

“In Mesopotamia the British are 
continuing and consolidating their 
advance, driving enemy detachments 
out of important tactical points on 
the flanks, thus strengthening their 
whole line of defense. 

“Rumors of an important move 
by the Turks, reinforced by certain 
picked German and Austrian units, 
under the command of Gen. Falken- 
hayn, which have repeatedly been 
reported throughout the Near East, 
have as yet failed to materialize. 

“The training of our troops in 
France progresses steadily and fa- 
vorably. Certain units have taken

All France is cer- 
tain that his fourth period will be 
a short one—uniless!—all Paris sus- 
pects, but I am not permitted to 
speculate on it. 


Bolo is at present very ill, and 
there is a whisper that there is a 
hidden hand’ in Paris that made 
Bolo ill, and would have at once 
destroyed him had it not been for 
the timely interference of the au- 
thorities. He would have been 
‘done away with“ like Almarayda, 
another recent French traitor, who 
immediately “committed suicide” 
when his guilt was found out. 

In Paris stories are being told— 
stories that would have been pub- 
lished in the newspapers in peace 
days; stories which are facts—that 
there are “hidden hands” in France, 
in America, in Italy and in Switzer- 
land that would spend millions of 
francs to do away with Bolo Pasha. 
The authorities are strictly guard- 
ing him, not because they are afraid 
that he might make his escape, but 
they are afraid that the “hidden 
hand” will take his life before 
France learns the names of every 
accomp | 
CAREFULLY GUARDED. 


Bolo is carefully guarded, his 


health ts being restored, and every 


means is being taken to restore him 
to his normal mind. When Bolo 
gets. better he will be requested to 
tell his own story. Wim France of- 


fer immunity to Bolo with the un- 
derstanding that he tell the whole 
truth and give the names of his ac- 
complices? Will Bolo consent to 
give such information? Bolo is a 


man of small principles and smaller 


courage, and Bolo loves “life,” so 
the accepted belief in Paris is that 
he will yield and save his very mis- 
erable neck, and the greatest scan- 
dals will follow that will stun the 
entire world. 

Although during the last three 
years Bolo Pasha has n enter- 
taining both in Paris and Biarritz 
the highest personages in France, 
spending money lavishly and wear- 
ing the button of the Legion of 
Honor, the truth is that he never 
received that honor and was never 
entitled to claim it, but no one ever 
questioned his right to wear it. Was 
there a “hidden hand?“ 

Now, let me return to Bolo's 
earlier life. 

Paul Bolo is nearly 50 years of 
age, but looks more like 35. He is 
the brother of a distinguished Pa- 
risian prelate, whose congregation 
is composed of ultrafashionable Pa- 
risian society, and against whose 
honor there has never been the 
slightest whisper. On visiting his 
sick brother in the prison, Mer. 
Bolo wept and uttered these words 
before a crowd which had gathered: 
“If he is guilty of treason against 
France, I pray for his soul, but may 
vane by punishment be meted to his 


He was born in Marseilles and is 


is the son of a poor notary. Early in 


youth he showed great ability and 
would have become renowned in any 
legitimate profession or undertak- 
ing had his tendencies been honor- 
able, but his mind was crooked and 

easier means of getting rich ap- 
pealed to him. 

LOBSTER IMPORTER. 


In 1888 he organized a number of 
Paris restaurant owners into an as- 
sociation to import lobsters, and 
cleared for himself nearly 100,000 
francs, but disaster for his clients. 
However, this did not land him in 
prison. But in the following year 
he founded a fraudulent wine agen- 
cy, which handled sacramental! wine. 
The scheme was to take orders from 
prelates, bill them for the wines, but 
never deliver the goods, the profits 
transaction at once landed him in 
prison, and, after serving his sen- 
thus realized being shared between 
the prelate and the Bolo agent. This 
tence of one year, he changed his 
name, went to Spain and started a 
casino, which, although a success as 
a financial undertaking, did not ap- 
peal to the Spanish police. He was 
given the choice of two sentences 
by the municipal magistrate, one to 
lea the country within thirty-six 
hours, while the other was to serve 
a sentence of two years for having 
kept a disorderly house without a 
municipal license. Paul Bolo, wha 
had taken the name of Paulos 
Paublo, selected the first, and left 
Spain at once for Africa. 

Bolo went to Spanish Africa but 
he had scarcely reached the ad- 
ministration district of the Spanish 
Governor when he was told in 
language unmistakable that his im- 
mediate absence would be appre- 
ciated. Bolo then went to French 
Africa, and met with the sare at- 
titude from every one of the French 
administrative authorities. Finally, 
he took passage on one of the 
French steamers that left Tangier 
and landed at Mersina. a Turkish 
port on the northeastern corner of 
the Mediterranean. He lived at 
that Turkish port nearly three years 
and by this time owned every casino 
in that city of 20,000 population, 
when finally the French colony one 
day organized themselves into a 
league, appointed a representative 
and sent him to Constantinople. 
There they obtained a decree from 
the Sublime Porte, ordering Bolo's 
expulsion from the country; this the 
French colony at Mersina did in 
spite of the Governor of the 
province, who was found to be a 
partner in Bolo’s dishonorable trans- 
actions. ; 

NEXT TO CAIRO. 

Next he moved to Cairo, Egypt, 
where he assumed the name of 
Deliano, MIpsilanti Dellano, and 

as an Italian. It was dur- 
ing his sojourn in Cairo that he 
cultivated the society of the then 
existing Egyptian court circle. The 
story of Bolo’s activities in Egypt 
in those days would fill pages and 
would be intensely interesting read- 
ing, but it is suggested that I say 
nothing about this period; the cen- 
sor is all-wise, as he is all-powerful, 
and I bow to his @ctation. How- 
ever, I would say this much, that 
in those days I was a resident jour- 
nalist at the Egyptian capital and 
knew Bolo personally. 

And now coming to Bolo’s return 
to France from Egypt, we find him 
rich. He returned up in Lyons. At 
Lyons he became a hairdresser at a 
fashionable establishment and soon 
afterwards he again began to travel 
as a wine agent. Bolo finally es- 
tablished in Paris a branch office 
for a big champagne firm but this 
did not succeed, but he had already 
become an intimate friend of a rich 
Bordeaux widow with an income of 
100,000 francs yearly. This ad- 
mitted hi to the joyous Biarritz 
society, he at once became 
opular. It was about this time that 


is brother, Monsignore Bolo, was 
recogn as a fashionable Paris 
preacher. Just before the outbreak 


of the war, it became a fad the 
very fashionable Paris women to go 
to hear Monsignore Bolo'’s sermons, 
as, Sunday after Sunday, he was 
attacking their circle for setting the 
worst example for the rest of the 
rench people. This peculiar mei- 
dent was fully utilized by Bolo in 
extending his acquaintance among 
that element, aud this, in turn, was 
instrumental in making

The Marchese is now dead. 


MEANWHILE. 


Meanwhile, Bolo’s old friend, 
Khedive Abbas of Egypt, had been 
deposed and reached Switzerland as 
an exile. He had been looking for 
a man of straw to whom to transfer 
his fortune in Egypt and his shares 
in the Suez Canal for fear that 
Britain might at any time seize his 
riches. Bolo was the man. Bolo 
prepared a series of schemes and 
contracts and meeting the Khedive's 
Minister Sadik at Paris, both jour- 
neyed to Rome, where three mem- 
bers of the Italian Parliament took 
part in the negotiations. Later, the 
Khedive himself joined Bolo and the 
rest, but it appears that Bolo’s 
scheme was not acceptable to the 
Khedive. 


All this took place in 1915, before 
Italy had joined in the war. How- 
ever, Bolo’s services to the former 
ruler of Egypt must have been 
great, as Bolo received his oriental 
title right after that meeting. From 
that time on Bolo. became Bolo 
Pasha. Now, it is this peculiar, 
very peculiar incident, that Bolo 
with a title given him by a deposed 
ruler, returns to Paris as a Pasha 
and no one thinks of questioning 
him as to how it is that he has ob- 
tained such a title from a declared 
enemy of our Ally, who is known to 
be in daily intrigue with Berlin, and 
Berlin’s intriguers in Zurich, Swit- 
zerland. 

Hence forward Bolo Pasha made 
frequent visits to Italy, Switzerland, 
and one to America. 

CONFERENCE IN ROME. 

In February, 1915, there was a 
conference held in Rome between 
Bolo Pasha, Sadik Pasha and Mo- 
hammed Pasha, who is the nephew 
of the Khedive. This conference 
took place at Hotel Excelsior at 
liome. During this conference Bolo 
urged upon his Egyptian conferees 
that the war had lasted long enough 
and, that so far as France was con- 
cerned, an immediate peace would 
be welcome. He urged upon his 
Egyptian friends that if Sadik 
Pasha and the Khedive made up 
their minds to help bring about 
such a speedy termination of the 
war they could be of great assist- 
ance in procuring an appreciable 
sum from Berlin, by which, either 
the leading French press could be 


bought outright. or new papers 
could be started that would advo- 
cate immediate The sum de- 


manded by Bolo was 200,000,000 


francs. 

The plan was put up to Berlin by 
Sadik Pasha, but did not meet with 
the approval of Von Jagow, as the 
price involved was too high. Berlin, 
however, put as a small beginner 
2,000,000 francs at the disposal of 
Bolo Pasha through the mediums 
of Sadik Pasha and the Khedive at 
a Swiss bank. After drawing on 
this fund to the extent of 1,000,000 
francs, Bolo Pasha refused to con- 
tinue with the plan, saying that 
“you cannot buy the soul of the 
French newspaper men with that 
mall sum.” 

After having deducted 120,000 
francs as their commissions in the 
transaction, Sadik and the Khedive 
returned the balance to Berlin and 
the matter was dropped for a while. 
Bolo Pasha spent this period be- 
tween Italy and France, having his 
hands full with transactions that 
had to do with selling to Germany 
various commodities, ranging from 
motor trucks to cattle. It was in 
these transactions that several 
members of the Italian Parliament 
had become Bolo Pasha's partners, 
and these gentlemen are now busy 
explaining their conduct to the 
Italian press. 

BRITISH TAKE NOTICE. 

Bolo’s unusual activities in Swit- 
zerland first came to the notice of 
the British Legation in Berne, who 
came across traces of him that led 
to the then Foreign Secretary of 
Germany, Herr Zimmermann. The 
British Legation was infotmed that 
Bolo had again made several propo- 
sitions to Berlin through the ex- 
Khedive, and his trusted emissary, 
Sadik Pasha. He still held out for 
200,000,000 francs. Berlin was very 
anxious to try the plan, but balked 
at the price, and at the next meet- 
ing between the Khedive’s emissary 
Sadik and Bolo in Switzerland, the 


latter made still other proposals for | 


the purchase of existing leading 
French newspapers and the creation 
of other new propaganda journals 
all over France, and the contribu- 
tion of German articles and edi- 
torials in the French periodicals. 

Sadik Pasha became very enthu- 
fiastic and before separating from 
holo Pasha arranged a 
“code” for the purpose of further 
continuing the correspondence, in 
which the Khedive was called 
“Marie.” Sadik the “doctor” and 
Bolo richt.“ The very compro- 
mising word money became sam- 
ples,” and a certain individual at 
Milan became the intermediary for 
furthering their correspondence. 

Von Jagow was at once asked for 
an interview, which granted, Sadik 
at once proceeded to Berlin and the 
echeme was outlined to him. Von 
Jagow approved of the plan but 
could not be persuaded to risk more 
than 10.000. frances (approrxi- 
mately $2,000,000,) and that in 
ten installments of 1,000,000 france 
each, covering ten months. 

TO VIENNA. 

Sadik Pasha then proceeded to 
Vienna and after a series of nego- 
tiations with many nages at 
the capital of Austria-Hungary, tele- 
graphed Bolo through Milan to meet 
him at Zurich, Switzerland, at once 
as he had very interesting news for 
the capital of Austro-Hungary, tele- 
this message that the Khedive, with 
Mile. Lusanges and Chefik Pasha, 
reached Zurich, and established 
themselves at the Savoy Hotel. Bolo, 
his Italian correspondent, and an- 
other -friend had reached Zurich 
earlier. On the same date the Ger- 
man Catholic Deputy Erzberger 
visited Zurich and was stopping at 
Hotel du St. Gothard. Bolo, who 
had already met Erzberger, intro- 
duced his Italian friend to him, and 
on the following day there was held 
& meeting at the Hotel Savoy in 
which Sadik Pasha, the Khedive, e 
representative of the German For- 
eign Office, Mile. Lusanges, Bolo and 
his Italian friend took part, but 
Erzberger was not invited as the 
Khedive disliked him very much 
on account of the Catholic 
Deputy’s reported utterances in the 
German Parliament that Germany 
ought to be ashamed of herself, of 
the friends and allies she has madc 
during the war. Bolo agreed to the 
monthly ts, but declared 
that 1,000,000 francs a month weuld 
not be enough to bring about paci- 
fist influences throughout France. It 
was decided that Sadik Pasha should 
again proceed to Berlin, while the 
Khedive himself decided to vieit 
Vienna, and just before leaving he 
dictated a contract, authorizing Bolo 
to buy French newspapers. 

AT DRESDEN BANK. 


Sadik Pasha was met at a Dres- 
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German Foreign Office had already 
been sent over to Zurich to hand the 
first installment of 1,000,000 francs 
to the Khedive. On March 23 the 
Khedive received the money and 
sent it to an Italian intermediary 
and Bolo was informed that he 
might go and receive it from the 
Italian. It appears that at this 
time something happened and Bole 
was prevented from proceeding to 
Zurich himself, but he sent a trusted 
emissary to get the money. But the 
German agent would not consent to 
the money being handed to any onc 
else but Bolo himself. Whereupon 
the Khedive telegraphed to Bolo 
from Milan: “Marie (Khedive) will 
only give samples (money) to Richt 
(Bolo) himself.“ 

On receiving this telegraph Bolo 
was angered and threatened to dis- 
continue 
the Khedive hastened to Zurich and 
three checks to the amount of 
56,000,000 francs were handed to 
Bolo’s Italian emiseary, these checks 
being drawn upon three banks; one 
on a Zurich bank, one on a St. Gall 
and the third on a Friburg bank. 
Just about this time Bolo reached 
Zurich in company with a woman 
who had been living in Paris and 
who had taken part in various in- 
ternational political transactions. 
and on finding the niggardliness of 
the amount Berlin had advanced for 
the purpose of controlling French 
newspapers, bitterly complained that 
they could not buy souls with 80 
mall a sum. However, Bolo was 
prevailed upon to accept the money 
Berlin was offering and thus severa! 
millions of francs passed to Bolo 
through the intermediary of a Swiss 
bank and a certain Paris bank, in 
every transaction Khedive Abbsa 
Hilmy and Sadik Pasha taking thoir 
10 per cent. commission. 

After this there was a lull in the 
relationship between the German 
Foklen Office and Bolo, that is—+so 
far ad it was carried out through 
thé intermediaries of the Khedive 
and Sadik Pasha. Something hap- 
pened to disorganize the Zurich ar- 
rangements, and the entire plan wae 
abandoned in favor of an American 
intermediary. 


“BEST-HATED” TURK. 


Oppressive Governor of Syria ts Re- 
moved— Visits Belgium, Says 
Conditions Idyliic. 


IA. r. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE.) 

AMSTERDAM, Oct. 3.—Djemel 
Pasha, who is known in Palestine 
as the “best hated” of Turkish offi- 
clals, has been making a long tour 
of Germany, devoting his time prin- 
cipally to the inspection of naval es- 
tablishments, building yards and 
coast defenses. His withdrawal from 
his post as Governor of Syria ap- 
pears to have been dictated by Ger- 
man advisers of the Turkish govern- 
ment, the feeling being that his con- 
duct h so angered the native 
population that his continuance in 
office was inadvisable. It appears 
that on his return to Turkey he is to 
be put in general charge of the work 
of rebuilding the Turkish fleet. 

The Cologne Gazette publishes a 
long interview with Djemel, granted 
just before his departure from Ber- 
lin. He tells of his visits to Ger- 
man headquarters, to Belgium, to 
the German grand fleet. 

Of Belgium, he said: “Life in 
Belgium today is idyllic. People in 
the towns go for walks all day long, 
while in the country happy peasants 
are gathering in the harvest with the 
help of contented prisoners. The 
fairy tale of the ill-treatment of Bel- 
gium is really too grotesque.” 


OIL MAN ASKS 
FOR MORE DRILLS.

SACRAMENTO, Oct. 29.—A. C. 
Bedford, chairman of the Petroleum 
Committee of the National Council 
of Defense, has promised to co-oper- 
ate with the California State Coun- 
cll of Defense in an effort to relieve 
the shortage of oil well drilling ma- 
terials in this State, according to a 
letter received today by Gov.

CINCINNATI (O.) Oct. 29.— 


ist, head of the Peoples’ Church of 
Cincinnati, and a member of the 
People’s Council, who was horse- 
whipped near Florence, Ky., last 
night by a band of men gowned in 
Ku-Klux fashion, in the name of 


women and children of Belgium,” as 
one of the leaders termed it, was 
tonight suffering severaly from nerv- 
ous shock as well as from the bruises 
and lacerations inflicted. 

At the hospital where Bigclow 
was taken for treatment it was said 
his condition was quite serious. Bige- 
low’s physician said he counted forty 
welts on Bigelow's back made by 
the hormewhip in the hand of a 
member the band. 

A man’s voice, calling up by tele- 
phone at Bigelow’s home today. said 
the speaker was one of those who 
were in the kidnapping party, and 
that “the protestations of loyalty 
made by Mr. Bigelow today are ac- 
cepted at their face value and that 
Mr. Bigelow is free to remain in this 
vicinity, subject to his remajning 
loyal tn the future.” 

Attorney Edward Alexander, one 
of the counsel for Bigelow, has of-

STRIPPED AND WHIPPED. 


Bigelow was kidnaped in an auto- 
mobile last night just before he was 
to have addressed a Socialist meet- 
ing, and was found near Florence, 
Ky., this morning. 

Bigelow had been taken into a 
woods, his clothes removed and 
thrashed with a “blacksnake” Whip 
by a party of men dressed in “long 
white robes resembling those de- 
scribed as being worn by the re- 
nowned Ku Klux Klan.” 

Previous to twelve lashes being 
applied to Bigelow’s back one of the 
party raised his hand commanding 
silence and then read from a paper 
he held as follows: 

In the name of the poor women 
and children this man should de 
whipped, according to the report. 

Bigelow was freed and directed to- 
ward Cincinnati. He lost his way, 
however, and wandered in the woods 
until he found himself in Florence. 

Bigelow was taken into custody by 
five men as he was entering a hall 
in the city of Newport, Ky., short- 
ly before 8 o'clock last night. At 
the time of his apprehension hand- 
cuffs were put upon him and he was 
thrust into a waiting automobile and 
spirited away. 

PRAYED FOR KAISER. 


Recently Federal authorities con- 
ducted a raid on Bigelow’s office in 
Cincinnati, where documents con- 
cerning the activities of the local 
Peoples’ Council were seized. Sun- 
day, at his People’s Church services, 
Bigelow prayed for “the repose of 
the soul of Emperor William and the 
proud men who surround him.” 

Bigelow’s own statement, written 
last night at Florence, Ky., savs that 
previous to his being into the 
woods, he was blindfolded.

SAN Dido, Oct. 29.—Henry P. 
Davison, partner of J. P. Morgan 
and head of the war council of the 
American Red Cross, at a public 
luncheon here today announced that 
steps had been taken by the Red 
Cross to lend immediate assistance 
to Italy, sorely pressed by German 
and Austrian forces in the Isonzo 
section.

UNGARY IS HEAVY 
SUFFERER FROM WAR 


PEOPLE ADARMED BY DEATH 
RATE AMONG CIVILIANS. 


LA. r. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCT. | 

LONDON, Sept. 28.—Hungary has 
suffered most severely of all the bel- 
ligerent countries in proportion to 
population, according to the Buda- 
pest newspaper Pesti Naplo. It draws 
this conclusion from the study of 
the vital statistics just issued by the 
Hungarian government. German 
cities ceased to publish such statis- 
tics early in the war, but the Hunga- 


|| rian reports have been continued on 


a pre-war basis and the reports of 
births, deaths and marriages this 
year are characterized by Pesti Na- 
plo.as “most alarming.” The paper 
says: 
“The war has caused a destruction 
of man power at the front which can 
hardly be estimated, even approxi- | 
mately, but the devastation caused at 
home seems to have been even more 
terrible than that among the fighting 
forces. The losses at home have cer- 
tainly been much more serious. 
“The number of births and mar- 
riages has declined considerably in 
other countries as well. But in 
Hungary the excess of deaths over 
births—in the civilian population 
alone—has grown to such a fright- 
ful extent that in February of the 
present year the deaths exceeded 
the births by more than 13,000.” 
The writer, after pointing out 
that deaths among civilians during 
the third year of the war exceeded 
the births by 130,000, says that the 
Hungarian losses at the front in 
the same period were over 100,000, 
according to the 600 casualty lists 
publish The number of men 
who are at the front or who have 
done military service is given as 
8,000,000, or one-seventh of the en- 
tire population. Discussing the civil- 
lan death rate, the writer says: 
“Deaths due to bad and insuffi- 
cient food certainly increased in a 
very marked way.“

FRANCE 


France, which has performed that 
sad duty for so many of her own 
brave sons, has undertaken to mark 
with the Stars and Stripes and the 
cross of Calvary the burial places of 
the American soldiers who fall in 
battle upon her soil. The first of 
these seen here was received yes- 
terday by L. N. Brunswig. head of 
the local French Red Cross. 

The cocardes will mark the tem- 
porary graves until such time as 
the bodies are brought to this coun- 
try. The plaques are of metal, dis- 
playing the American flag, and car- 
rying suspended an aluminum piece 
on which can be quickly inscribed 
indelibly, either with a pencil or bit 
of pointed wood, the name, regi- 
ment and company number of the 
soldier. The cocardes then are af- 
fixed to the wooden crosses erected 
over the graves. Similar plaques 
have been in use for the marking 
of the graves of British soldiers who 
have fallen in France during the 
war. 

This morning a shipment of sev- 
enty large cases, of approximately 
400 pounds each, will be made by 
the Los Angeles French Red Cross 
to France, containing articles for 
use in hospitals and in homes in the 
devastated sections that have been 
evacuated by the Germans. 0 
cases contain clothing, biankets, bed 
linen, hospital articles and knitted 
goods of various kinds.

WOMEN’S WORK, 
WOMEN’S CLUBS.

The Woman's City Club had three 
interesting speakers yesterday, un- 
der the auspices of its Public Af- 
fairs Committee, of which Mra. 
Lewis R. Works is chairman. Mrs. 
Clarence Van Graham, who has re- 
turned from the San Francisco con- 
ference, presiding. 

Dr. Lulu Peters, speaking in her 
medico's gown, gave an enthralling 
twenty minutes on “Public Health 
and Private Morals.” She said that 
health was largely a matter of 
virtuosity and that here in America 
we are losing more lives in a year 
from preventable causes than were 
lost on the French front in the first 
year of the war. She talked of the 
importance of exercise, of posture, 
and of the mental attitude. Partic- 
ularly was she sarcastic anent the 
fashionable vampire flop. the 
hunched shoulders and the droopy 
stomach, which is the mode among 
our young girls today. 

Dr. Peters warned against per- 
mitting small irritations to assume 


importance and gave an amusing 
example of an irate lady at the tele-

phone. Moreover, she decried kiss- 
ing. all kinds of kissing, but partic- 
ularly kissing between clubwomen 


as being highly undesirable. The 
next time anyone wants to kiss vou, 
don't let them,“ she said sternly.

Dr. Grace Spring gave an exhars- 
tive report on the City Jail condi- 
tions and reiterated what had been 
done and what it was still hoped will 
be done in regard to municipal 
farms. 

Sergt. C. Rayner, the veteran of

The club paid the 
sergeant an unusual tribute, for he 
was encouraged to speak for nearly 
an hour beyond the regular club 
session and the auditorium remained 
filled.

CALL, FOR WORKERS. 

An interesting sidelight on the labor 
question has been thrown by Dr. Francesco 
Saverio Nitti, professor of economics at the 
University of Naples and a member of the 
Italian Parliament. In a recent address Dr. 
Nitti said: “Italy's man power is increas- 
ing, but there will be practically no emi- 
gration overseas for many years to come 
after the war. Before the war Italy was, 
sending forth to other parts of the world 
more than 350,000 men a year. This figure 
does pot include those who go abroad one 
— at return the next.” 

Southern California needs more man 
power today in her orange, lemon and olive 
orchards, as well as in her wheat and corn 
and bean and potato fields. If we are not 
likely to obtain any more laborers from 
Italy the greater the need of Chinamen. The 
Times again urges Congress to repeal or 
modify the Chinese Exclusion Act.

American laborers: Attempts to deal with 


the evil by loca) legislation resulted in some 
unique experimental laws. A Chinaman re- 
guards his queue as a sacred thing, to lose 
which would make him a pariah on earth 
and bar his entrance into the celestial para- 
dise. A law was proposed at Sacramento 
to establish a government hair-cutter, with 
deputies in every town, whose duty should 
be to cut the hair of all males to a maxi- 


mum length of four inches from the nape 
of the neck. : 


A dead Chinaman will not be interred, ex- 
cept temporarily, in this country. He be- 
lieves thaf unless his remains finally find 
a resting place in China hell will yawn for 
his enfranchised spirit. A law was pro- 
posed to levy a heavy export duty on bones 
and to appoint inspectors to graveyards to 
prevent disinterment. 


These plans to discourage the influx of 
Chinese not promising to be effective, a 
number of Chinese exclusion acts were 
passed by Congress. Among these was an 
act prohibiting United States courts from 
admitting Chinese to citizenship. This act 
was entirely supererogatory. It dealt with 
an imaginary evil, for there had been few 
applications by Chinamen for admission to 
citizenship. , 

Chinamen never have sought naturaliza- 
tion. They are the possessors of a civiliza- 
tion which was hoary with years centuries 
before Pericles ruled in Athens: a civiliza- 
tion as incapable of assimilation with ours 
or conversion to ours as would a saurian 
of the palaeozoic age be incapaple of travel 


ing in double harness with an American 


trotting horse; a civilization which has be- 
held the Pharaohs of Egypt and the Caesars 
of Rome, the yellowed-haired Goths, the 
monarchies of Europe and the dynasties of. 
Eastern Asia ebb and flow on the tides of 
empire, and which has, through all, pre- 
served one religion and one form of gov- 
ernment. 

Every race other than the Mongolian con- 
tdins possibilities of development into Amer- 
ican citizenship because, alike under the 
snows of Russia and the'suns of Italy, by 
the banks of the Rhine or of the Shannon 
live men possessed with the spirit which 
cries for freedom. An American citizen 
can be made of him whose ancestors were 


bearded Vikings of the northern seas: of 


him whose fathers opened the dykes of 
Holland and gave their homes to the ocean 
rather than surrender their liberties; of 
him whose ancestors went singing to the 
dungeon or praying to the scaffold rather 
than desert a leader or abjure a cause; of 
him who inherits the spirit of the races 
that produced a Hampden, a Lafavette an 
Emmet, a Kossuth, a Garibaldi and a Cas- 
telar. 

Because in all ages, under the cooled 
crust of the kingdoms and principalities 
and empires and absolutisms of Europe, 
there has surged the lurid lava of aspiration 
for freedom. Ever and again its volcano 
fires have lit the surrounding gloom. Ever 
and again its flerce music has sounded in 
the chords of battle. Ever and again fis 
spirit has burst its bonds and soared to 
the stars in grand, even though futile, as- 
pirations. But when we go beyond the 
eastern shores of the Caspian Sea we are 
among races of people who are destitute of 
the thoughts out of which republics are 
made. 


Experience has demonstrated that the ap- 
prehension that produced the law prohibit- 
ing naturalization of Chinamen had no foun- 
dation for its existence. It may be per- 
mitted to stand, however, for it harms no- 
body, although it is useless. 

But the law excluding Chinese laborers 
ought to be repealed. It was the offspring 
of conditions which have passed away. The 
reason for its passage was that Chinese 
laborers would drive our American laborers 
from every field of effort not by quicker or

Wheg the laborer’s 
compensation is reduced he is compelled to 
live a less generous life physically and, as 
a consequence, he deteriorates mentally and 
morally. 

But Chinamen would not exclude Amer- 
icans from labor on the farms and the roads 
and what is known as common labor, for 
there is a totally insufficient supply of such 
labor and, as a consequence, there is an 
insufficient production of food to meet home 
needs and the foreign demand. Insufficient 
production means increased cost of living, 
and increased cost of living means more 
to the workingmen than to any other class. 
Statistics show that the cost of living has 
doubled since the commencement of the 
war, while the wages of labor have in- 
creased but 25 per cent. Give the farmers 
cheap Chinese labor and production of food 
will increase. With cheap labor the cost 
of production will decrease. The farmer 
will make as much money, and the workers 
in the factories and shops will hear no more 
about wheatless days and meatless days 


When Congress meets five weeks hence 
let it make haste to repeal the Chinese ex- 
clusion law, for surely it is “a condition 
and not a theory that confronts us.”

He pointed to his “poor 
wife, busily knitting a sweater for some 
lucky soldier,” and said that she was wéar- 
ing a hat two years old which she had made 
over with thirty-five cents’ worth of ribbon, 
and declared that the money she had saved 
in that way would go into wool for soldiers’ 
sweaters.
